May Result 
in Cancer

Paris, July 19 — (IP) — Child- 


hood's colds and chickenpox may 
plant 
the 
seeds 
for maturity's 


cancer, a foremost expert on vi- 
ruses reported today. 


Dr. Franciisco Duran-Reynals of 


Yale told the fifth 
international 


cancer research congress that the 
virusus causing such mild diseases 
may lie dormant in the body for 
years. Ten, he 
said, something 


may happen which causes them to 
blaze up into an entirely new and 
different activity—cancer. 


He said the same 
effect 
may 


come from influenza, 
polio anc 


other viruses. 


Just plain aging, and changes o: 


body tissue as you grow old, migh' 
be the thing that lets the sleeping 
virus change and start a cancer 
Dr. Duran-Reynals said. But nor 
mone upsets, 
G-rays, irritating 


chemicals, or many other things 
might cause the change, he added

An Ordinance Fixing the Time for 


the Filing of Referendum Peti- 
tion* Provided for by Amend- 
ment No. 1 to the Constitution of 
.the State of Arkansas, and for 
Regulating the Procedure There- 
on. 
BE IT ORDAINED BY . THE 


CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
HOPE, ARKANSAS: 


Section 1. All referendum peti- 


tions under Amendment 7 to the 
Constitution of the State of Arkan- 
sas, appearing on pages 1076 U» 
1084, 
inclusive of the Acts of the 


General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas of the year 1925, must be 
filed with the City Clerk within 
thirty days aftet the passage of 
such ordinance. 


Section 2. Whenever any ref- 


erendum petition is filed the City 
Council shall give notice by publi- 
cation for one insertion of a time 
not less than five days after the 
publication of such notice at which 
they will hear all persons who wish 
to be heard on the question whether 
suph petition 
is 
signed by the 


requisite number of petitioners. At 
the time named the City- Council 
shall meet and hear all who wish 
to be heard on the question, and 
its decision shall be final, unless 
suit is brought in the chancery 
court of Hempstead County within 
ten days to review its action. 


Section 3. If the City Council 


finds that such petition is signed 
by the requisite number of peti- 
tioners, it shall order a special 
election to determine by a vote of 
the qualified electors whether the 
ordinance shall stand or be re- 
voked. The date for such election 
shall be not less than fifteen days 
after the order therefor has been' 
entered by the Council, and said 
election shall be had and conducted 
as general municipal elections held 
in the City of Hope. 


Section 4. If any ordinance re. 


ferred to the people is defeated 
at the polls, the City Council shall 
make a note of such fact and shall 
expunge such ordinance by reso-" 
lution. 
Section 5. If any provision of this 


ordinance is held to be void, it shall 
no: affect the validity of the re- 
mainder, but the remainder shall 
stand. 
Section 6. WHEREAS the Coun- 


cil recently

meter ordinance, which ordinance 
cannot become effective until its 
approval by a vote of the people,

and the American citizens of Jap- 
anese ancestry on the Pacific coast 
and shipped them to concentration 
camps in the Arizona desert and 
elsewhere. The camp at Sacaton, 
an Indian reservation between Tuc- 
son and Phoenix, was bleak 
in& 


forbidding, but the non-American 
Japanese and our Niesei, meaning 
American Japs, 
were 
adaptable 


and resourceful. They made much 
more of their surroundings than 
the Indians had. Some of 
them 


earned wages weaving camouflage
